Each year in the United States, more than 500,000 
home fires occur, resulting in 6,000 deaths and 
130,000 serious injuries. 

Many of these tragedies could be avoided with 
properly installed and maintained smoke detectors. 

You should take the love test at least once a month 
and replace the batteries on an annual basis.

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Strawberry season 
extended due to 


weather conditions

The strawberry season has been extended by 
about a week because of weather conditions, but no 
one is complaining. According to Donna Calabrese of 
Calabrese Farms on Route 57 in Southwick, 
"Customers always ask about strawberries for their 
Fourth of July get-togethers. Usually the season has 
wound down by the holiday, but strawberry sales 
helped our business this year because we’re still pick¬ 
ing them.” 

Michael Cecchi of E. Cecchi Farms on Springfield 
Street in Feeding Hills took a few minutes to talk with 
us about this year’s strawberry crop. 

“It's winding down because it started about a week 
late due to cold temperatures. But our berries are 
beautiful and very sweet. This is probably the last 
week we'll be able to harvest them, but it’s given peo¬ 
ple a chance to enjoy them a little later than usual into 
the season." 

Robert Cecchi, Michael’s brother, agreed. “The rain 
did not affect our strawberries too badly. We have 
sandy soil-that drains well. When the heat came, we 
had to irrigate for about two weeks because strawber¬ 
ries don’t like heat. We irrigated to cool them off as 
much as to water them.” 

The' strawberries are picked first thing in the morn¬ 
ing before it gets too warm, he said, adding, “This 
year’s harvest has been about average with regard to 
the amount of strawberries, but they will go fast so 
customers should get them while they are still avail¬ 
able." 

Strawberries will be available probably until this 
week’s end, which doesn’t allow much more time. At 
$2.99 a quart at both E. Cecchi Farms and Calabrese 
Farms, the remainder will sell out fast. 

Neither E. Cecchi Farms nor Calabrese Farms was 
forced to grow their strawberries in a greenhouse, as 
some farmers did. At both of these farms, the berries 
are already picked and packaged; customers do not 
need to pick their own. 

Mrs. Calabrese concurred that the strawberry sea¬ 
son is running late. “We are still picking, but if we get 
a rain storm, that will pretty much finish things up," she 
said. 

The weather conditions of 2003 put off the ripening 
and harvesting of the strawberries, but the wet and 
cold of the spring of 2003 did not affect the actual 
planting. Mrs. Calabrese explained that the planting of 
strawberries takes place the previous year. For exam¬ 
ple, the berries planted in 2002 are harvested in the 
spring of 2003. « 

“Actually, the rain we had several weeks ago did 
not hurt the berries anyway because they were not 
ripe.” 

Pioneer Valley residents love strawberries. E. 
Cecchi Farms and Calabrese Farms allowed them to 
grow outside (not in greenhouses) and produced hun¬ 
dreds of mounds of ripe-red, mouth-watering straw¬ 
berries which lasted well beyond Independence Day. 

Hugh Robert, faculty member in Holyoke 
Community College’s hospitality and culinary arts pro¬ 
gram, contributed to “Off The Menu" in the June 26th 
issue of The Republican: "Though they may be mak¬ 
ing a late appearance this year, strawberries are still

. Spiritual blessings 

Just about everywhere we look these days, we can 
see a spiritual hunger in people around us. A recent 
article in Newsweek magazine described people 
seeking a heightened spiritual awareness through 
something called the “New Age Rave.” Participants 
are initiated into this activity with chanting and medi¬ 
tation, then let themselves loose in frenzied dancing. 

Throughout human history, there have been spiritu¬ 
al movements that have attempted to satisfy the long¬ 
ing of people’s hearts for “more.” One of the several 
things that separates people from animals is our 
sense of spirituality. Dogs and cats do not concern 
themselves about the mysteries of life, nor do they 
trouble thejnselves to connect with the creative force 
of the universe. 

As we have become an increasingly more prosper¬ 
ous nation, we have at the same time developed an 
understanding that things just don’t do it for us. We 
want, and even need, something “more." The so- 
called "New Age Movement," which is really Eastern 
religions repackaged, has risen in popularity here 
more or less in line with our expanding economy over 
the past.half century. 

A common thread that runs through many spiritual 
or religious practices and philosophies is that they are 
basically an attempt to separate people from their 
day-to-day lives and experiences. While the New Age 
Rave may indeed induce an experience of heightened 
spirituality, what is the effect on or connection with the 
participant’s regular life and work? Probably little, if 
any. 

When God created the human race in the first 
place, He did not intend for us to live out our days in 
a compartmentalized fashion. In God’s plan, people 
are supposed to be whole individuals with whole lives. 
While our focus can vary between spiritual concerns 
and our temporal existence, we should not be split 
personalities. There are a few psychological distinc¬ 
tions that arise in cases of split personalities, but the 
bottom line is that having a split personality is not 
healthy. 

God is not necessarily opposed to people experi¬ 
encing heightened spiritual awareness. The Bible 
records the stories of several people who had such 
experiences. In the Old Testament, King Saul, the first 
king of Israel, had a couple of experiences of height¬ 
ened spiritual awareness. But'sadly, Saul was no bet¬ 


ter off for them. His life, as well as his career as king 
of Israel, were both an abject failure. On the other 
hand, several of Jesus’ disciples also had experi¬ 
ences of heightened spiritual awareness, through 
which they drew closer to God. 

There is a song that says, “I seek the Giver, not the 
gift." Rather than seeking to enter into experiences of 
heightened spiritual awareness on our own, God 
invites us to seek Him. The Bible says, Blessed be 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ; who 
has blessed us in Christ with every spiritual bless¬ 
ing in the heavenly places. In other words, we don't 
have to search out spiritual blessings on our own, 
because God already gives them to us through Jesus 
Christ. 

Long before any of us even thought of seeking any 
sort of spiritual awareness, God was already thinking 
about us. The Bible goes on to say, just as He chose 
us in Christ before the foundation of the world to 
be holy and blameless before Him in love, He des¬ 
tined us for adoption as His children through 
Jesus Christ, according to the good pleasure of 
His will, to the praise of His glorious grace that He 
freely bestowed on us in the Beloved. 

Instead of having a temporary experience, God 
wants to transform our lives! In Him we have 
redemption through His blood, the forgiveness of 
our trespasses, according to the riches of His 
grace that He lavished on us. With all wisdom and 
insight He has made known to us the mystery of 
his will, according to His good pleasure that He 
set forth in Christ, as a plan for the fullness of 
time, to gather up all things in Him, things in heav¬ 
en and things on earth. 

What is the goal of some of these spiritual move¬ 
ments? Who knows? God’s goal is clear, and it is 
good. In Christ we have also obtained an inheri¬ 
tance, having been destined according to the pur¬ 
pose of Him who accomplishes all things accord¬ 
ing to His counsel and will, so that we, who were 
the first to set our hope on Christ, might live for 
the praise of His glory. 

Sometimes, some of the spiritual movements seem 
to be exclusive or too complicated for ordinary people, 
or both. Contrast that with Jesus, who said “for God 
so loved the world that He gave His one and only 
Son so that whoever believes in Him shall not per¬ 
ish but have eternal life.” That is simple, straightfor¬ 
ward, and inclusive. 

God wants to give each of us more spiritual bless¬ 
ings than we might ever have imagined on our own. 

In Him you also, when you had heard the word of 
truth, the gospel of your salvation, and had 
believed in Him, were marked with the seal of the 
promised Holy Spirit; this is the pledge of our 
inheritance toward redemption as God’s own peo¬ 
ple, to the praise of His glory.

Dog bite liability 

Pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
140, Section 155; If any dog shall do any damage to 
either the body or property of any person, the owner 
or keeper, or if the owner or keeper be a minor, the 
parent or guardian of such minor, shall be liable for 
such damage, unless such damage shall have been 
occasioned to the body or property of a person who, 
at the time such damage was sustained, was com¬ 
mitting a trespass or other tort, or was teasing, tor¬ 
menting or abusing such dog. 

If a minor, on whose behalf an action under this 
section is brought, is under seven years of age at the 
time the damage was done, it shall be presumed that 
such minor was not committing a trespass or other 
tort, or teasing, tormenting or abusing such dog, and 
the purden pf proof thereof shall be upon the defend¬ 
ed in such action. 

Although dogs are sometimes called “man's best 
friend," the permanent scarring and psychological 
injury they can inflict are substantial and long-lasting 
both to young and old alike. 

Generally, under the above quoted statute, owners 
and/or keepers of dogs are “strictly” liable for the 
injuries they cause, unless the victim was trespass¬ 
ing, teasing, tormenting or abusing the dog. 

Because of the frequency and severity of these 
types of injuries, some insurance contracts exclude 
coverage for the same. Also, companies have been 
known to cancel and/or not renew coverage after 
claims are made relating to dog bites.

Secrets of self-hypnosis... 

(Part 1) 

Self-hypnosis refers to an application of hypnother¬ 
apy in which the subject is also the hypnotist. Once 
seamed, it is a powerful skill than can produce many 
benefits and last a lifetime. It usually involves a com¬ 
bination of fixation of attention, relaxation, and sug¬ 
gestion. 

There are numerous books, tapes, and videos 
advertising or explaining self-hypnosis. However, one- 
on-one instruction from a Certified Hypnotherapist 
may produce the best results.

Psychologists have claimed that 
every human has, perhaps subconsciously, the same 
goal - the achievement of self-actualization, the reach¬ 
ing of an individual maximum potential, or (in sports 
terminology) the achievement of the “personal best.” 

Hypnosis can help bring about major changes in 
important areas of life: habit control, emotional stabil¬ 
ity, motivational advancement, health and pain man¬ 
agement, sexual problems, and others. One of the 
great benefits of hypnosis is its use in psychotherapy 
to reveal causes and reduce the time of treatment. 

While hypncsis is powerful and effective in hyp- 
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notherapy, psychology, psychiatry, medicine, and 
other professional fields, it can produce dramatic 
results when individually used by those who master 
the techniques of self-hypnosis. It can be particularly 
helpful in changing attitudes; increasing self-confi¬ 
dence; learning enhancement; memory improvement; 
stress and pain management; habit control; bedwet¬ 
ting; motivation; and countless other areas of person¬ 
al concern. Self-hypnosis has proved successful in 
advancing athletic skills and is used by Olympic con¬ 
tenders in many nations. 

The use of imagination is important, and efforts 
become much more productive as skills in imagination 
and visualization are acquired.

Daydreaming is a form of hypnosis. Becoming deeply 
involved in a book, movie, TV program, musical per¬ 
formance, or play can be a hypnotic experience.

Hypnosis is 
not sleep. It is not unconsciousness. It is often 
described as an altered state of consciousness, 
where the conscious mind is attending to other things, 
allowing the body to operate on what might be called 
“automatic pilot."

Some tips on how to avoid the summertime safety blues (Part 2) 

Safe and Smart Cycling 


Purchase an approved bicycle helmet for each 
child. Insist that they wear the helmet every time they 
go for a ride. 

Only purchase helmets that meet or exceed safety 
standards developed by the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, American National Standards 
Institute (ANSI), American Society of Testing and 
Materials (ASTM) or the Snell Memorial Foundation. 

Teach children safe bicycling behaviors. 
Emphasize the fact that a bicycle is a vehicle, not a 
toy. 

More than 80 percent of bicycle-related fatalities 
are associated with the bicyclist’s behavior, including 
riding into a street without stopping; turning left or 
swerving into traffic that is coming from behind; run¬ 
ning a stop sign; and riding against the flow of traffic. 

* Is the child's bicycle working properly? Check to 
see if reflectors are secure, if the brakes are working 
properly and if the bicycle stops right away. 

Also, make sure the gears shift smoothly and tires 
are secured tightly and properly inflated. Also, check 
to see if the child can completely grasp the hand 
brakes. 


* Familiarize yourself with the child’s bicycling envi¬ 
ronment and encourage the child to bike in safe 
areas, such as those with bicycle paths. 

Falls 

As summer heat rises, so do windows to help cir¬ 
culate cool breezes throughout the house. 

Curious, unsuspecting children sometimes end up 
falling out of a window as a result. 

Contrary to a common myth, window screens are 
only designed to keep bugs out, not to keep children 
in. They can easily give way to the weight of a child. 

Each year nationally, approximately 18 children 
ages 10 and under die from window-related injuries, 
with an estimated 4,700 children ages 14 and under 
visiting hospital emergency departments. 

The Western Mass. Safe Kids'Coalition, headquar¬ 
tered at Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital, 
recommends the following tips to protect your child 
from a window fall: 

* Unopened windows should be locked at all times. 

* Make sure windows are secure by using window 
guards (use only guards that meet new federal stan¬ 
dards) on all windows ground floors and up, except for 
windows that are designed as emergency fire exits. 


Windows that are opened only five inches pose a dan¬ 
ger to children ages 10 and under. 

* Keep furniture, especially beds, away from win¬ 
dows. Children are tempted to climb on furniture to 
reach windows. 

* Keep draperies and window cords out of chil¬ 
dren’s reach. Tie or Jiang cords at or near the top of 
window coverings. Cut the cords and retro-fit them 
with special tassels. Children may be able to use dan¬ 
gling cords to hoist themselves up to a window. 
Dangling window cords are also a safety hazard 
because of the danger of strangulation. 

The Safe Kids Coalition urges you to follow these 
tips on childhood injury prevention to ensure this sum¬ 
mer is both a safe and happy one for you and your 
child. 

The Western Mass. Safe Kids Coalition, headquar¬ 
tered at Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital, 
is designed to teach parents and caregivers how to 
keep kids free from injury.

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“The Food 
Dude”

D am a real “grillmeister”... 

I really hate to sound so smug about my abilities on 
the grill, but I was again reminded of how “great” I 
really am. They do not call me the Food Dude for 
nothing. 

I know this sounds rather bad of me to brag, but it’s 
just that I am good on the grill. My BBQ is always ten¬ 
der, succulent, and tasty. Just ask Mark Simons from 
Little George/Simon Sez. I brought him some of my 
ribs, and he can back me up on this. It really is quite 
easy to make very tender and tasty BBQ pork ribs. 

The first thing is never... I said never ... pre-bake 
or boil those ribs. I have expensive and fancy smoker 
grills, but I can achieve excellent results with my gas 
grill. However, you do need a gas grill that has two 
burners. The larger your grill area, the more ribs you 
can fit on. 

I start by lighting the grill and allowing it to get very 
hot. Let the grill come to temp on the highest setting. 

I now cut the rack of ribs into 3 or 4 rib sections and 
do my trimming of fat. Season the ribs with a mixture 
of garlic, parsley, black pepper, paprika, onion salt, 
and light brown sugar. Now, make a small bowl with 
some aluminum foil and place your hickory chips in 
the pan. Put this directly over the heat and allow to 
start smoking. Rub the meat all over, and now place 
over the grill to. start the cooking process. 

After you have achieved some color to the ribs, you 
will need to back off-on the heat a bit and allow the 
ribs to-finish cooking in the “indirect heat method”; this 
means transferring all of the meat to one side or the 
other of the gas grill and shutting off that burner. The 
other burner will stay on at a medium heat until the 
ribs are completely cooked. 

Now, remember to mop the ribs often to keep them 
from drying out. I use a mix of water, salad oil, a TB 
or so of bottled BBQ sauce, a little wine vinegar, and 
some black pepper. I also pour in some orange juice. 
Brush this over the meat from time t0 time. When the 
ribs are completely cooked, you now wrap them in foil 
and brush on some of the mop sauce. Place back in 
the grill, and lower your temp to low and allow the ribs 
to stay in the cooker for another couple of hours. 

When you remove the ribs and cut into individual 
serving pieces, you will see how tender they are. 
When you eat them, you will say, “Food Dude, you are 
the king!” 

Make life easy on yourself and just boil some corn 
and make some cole slaw. Next week: flavored butter 
for the corn and real good cole slaw. 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude" - it is not 
what you’re eating that’s most important... it is whom 
you’re dining with!

Matt Rheault, “Mr. Baseball” at Agawam High 
School, lives a dream at Fenway Park 


Agawam High School’s version of “Mr. Baseball" 
brought his game to one of Major .League Baseball’s 
most hallowed grounds recently - Fenway Park in 
Boston - for the annual Massachusetts Schoolboy All- 
Stars vs. Connecticut Schoolboy All-Stars Classic. 

And, anyone who knows Agawam’s Matt Rheault, 
will certainly attest that this guy could pen his own ver¬ 
sion of "For The Love Of The Game." To him, the 
opportunity to compete at historic Fenway Park was 
the thrill of a lifetime. 

"It was unbelievable. Words simply can’t explain 
the feeling of being on the field at Fenway Park and 
being able to play in a game there," Rheault gushed. 
"There are simply no words to describe it.” 

The 2003 AHS graduate and perennial First Team 
Western Mass. All-Scholastic catcher was one of four 
schoolboy ballplayers from this region named to the 
team. Rheault was joined by Westfield High pitcher 


Bobby Carrington, Longmeadow High pitcher Jon 
Rappaport, and Cathedral High shortstop Mike 
Dombrowski, who went through the Agawam Public 
Schools before transferring to Cathedral for high 
school. 

To make the day even more special for Rheault, 
AHS baseball Coach Peter Clark managed the 
Massachusetts team. Clark and Rheault led the 
Brownies to the 2003 Western Mass. Division I title, 
Clark’s second sectional crown in his six years at the 
Brownie helm. 

Although the Massachusetts All-Stars lost, Rheault 
(the Commonwealth’s starting catcher) rapped out a 
pair of base hits and two RBIs. For goocttneasure, he 
was the only catcher to participate who threw out a 
runner attempting to steal. 

Rheault described Fenway Park’s famous "Green 
Monster" as “intimidating." “The ‘Green Monster’ is 


huge. From home plate, it seems like it’s right on top 
of you. It’s only 316 feet down the leftfield line, but it 
stretches all the way from the left side of the outfield 
to the centerfield triangle. 

"If the ‘Green Monster’ was at Agawam High 
School," Rheault continued, "I think it would be about 
where the garage starts down our leftfield line. But, 
the wall would extend all the way out to where the 
gate is out in centerfield (official entrance to Harmon 
Smith Field)." 

According to Rheault, anyone who could launch a 
ball into the light towers over the “Green Monster” has 
what he called “Major League power." He added, “The 
Coke bottles on the far left are huge. To put one over 
them would be an incredible shot.” 

During the game, none of the schoolboy players

Hitting balls with feet 
together for balance... 

This is another very good practice method that 
many players use. It helps to promote stability and 
balance, and it is very simple. 

Place your feet together and hit balls with an eight- 
iron to start (again, not swinging too hard). As you 
become more confident, progress through the bag up 
to your woods. I am sure you will be pleasantly sur¬ 
prised at how little force your legs need apply. 

Your legs do create power in the swing, but not 
through force and aggression; rather, through sup¬ 
port, stability, and then speed at the right moment. 
Note thaj though your feet are together, you still come 
off your right side as you come through the ball.
